Backward glance by Clint as Mike enjoys trim 
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iBeach group fights road widening

Is the widening of Princess Anne Road the best answer 
to the traffic problems in the Kempsville area? 

Residents of the Kempsville -- at least 190 who signed 
a petition presented to City Council — think it may not 
■ be. 

f Councilman J. Henry McCoy, who represents the 
Kempsville Borough, thinks it is. 

Residents wIm> addressed City Council believe Council 
should at least consider alternatives. 
John Tiemey, of 5401 Princess Anne Road, spokesman 
: for the group, charged that Council faied to explain the 
; project to residents before a public hearing March 25 
; conducted by the State Highway Depatment. 
t Virginia Beach had do department heads present at the 
t hearing to answer questions authoritatively, he said, 
; and no one has answered questions on the noise pollution 
: which the residents delegation claims will result from 
: the widening. Noise levels, especially on Coventry Lane, 
Tiemey said, will be above acceptible limits set by 
Federal standards. 

The project involves the widening to four lanes with a 
12 foot median strip of 1.434 miles of Princess Anne 
Road from Newtown Road to near Parliament Drive 
in Virginia Beach and the continuation of the widening 
into Norfolk on Kempsville Road (247 mile). ' 

Also included t^n be the widening to four lanes 
of Coventry which will be used to feed traffic from 
Susquehanna to Princess Anne. Tiemey said Tuesday 
ttat eight or nine feet will have to be taken from each 
side of Coventry where houses already are close to the 
road. 

The cort of the project will be |3.5 million of which 
the Federal Govemment will fumish 70%, the State 
15% and the cities of Norfolk and Virginia Beach the 
remaining 15%. 

Mrs. Basil F. Gray Jr., of 5541 Princess Anae Road, 
toM Comcil Monday that the rmid was « "waste of 
money" and that she objected to "the whole package." 
The City had four years to pr^iare its plans while 
residents were given 10 days notice of the public hear- 
ing on March 25. Over 130 Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
residents attended the bearing. 

Tiern^ said that residents had been informed at the 
hearli% that no other alternatives had been considered 



by the State because the City had suggested only the 
Princess Anne project. 

MHe said that while alternatives might not eventually 
prove satisfactory, it was "inconceivable that no al- 
ternatives were considered on a three and a half 
million dollar projects." • 

Tiemey asked Council to consider the basic causes 
of excessive traffic. The stretch to be widened, is pri- 
marily residentiwl and residents are interested in get- 
ting traffic off the street rather than enticing it on 
Princess Anne with a wider thoroughfare. 

Excessive traffic, residents believe, is caused bjr 
highway conditions which may be corrected in other 
ways. 

Non-residents are emptied on Princess Anne road 
after using the Newtown Route 44 exit rather than Wit- 
chduck. Witchduck has a toll while Newtown does not; 
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Witchduck has not traffic light while Newtown does. 
A traffic light on Witchduck might be one alternative, 
residents said. 

Another alternative might be the placing of on and 
oft ramps for 1-64 at Providence Road. 

Tiemey also asked Council to try one-way traffic 
in (q^site directions for Parliament Drive and Prin- 
cess Anne Road, and the possiblity of Widening Green- 
wich Road. 

McCoy, who said he favored the. project said that the 
po|Milation of Kempsville, the City's most populous bor- 
ough, is 60,000 and will increase to 70,000 in the next 
three years. An important factor in his decision, he said, 
was that no land acquisition was necessary and that it 
would not be necessary even to remove the sidewalks. 
He was later contradicted in this respect. 

McCoy said, "1 think the road should go on as plan- 
ned (although) we still need a method of informing peo- 
ple about potential zoning with a tmth in residential 
sales law.... Some people did not know (about the pro- 
posed widenii^) and Norfolk did have workshops before

the meeting... Not all the engineers were there... Nor- 
folk was better represented." 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that tdds on 
the project were expected to be ready in the next couple 
of weeks with constmction scheduled to begin in 60 
to 90 days. 

Tiemey said that he was informed at the public 
hearing that it would take from 30 to 45 days from the 
hearing for the State to prepare and present its find- 
ings, an 18 month period to acquire rights-of-way, 
and another 18 months for the actual constmction. 

McCoy's decision on the project came as a complete 
surprise to the residents at the Council meetii^s, 
Mrs. Gray said. What hurt worst, she said later, was 
that McCoy had encouraged them, scheduled them to- 
speak at the meeting and then did a "complete turn- 
around." 

At the suggestion of Mayor J. Curtis Payne, who' 
remarked flat it was "unusual... most of the clamor 
is for improved roads," Hanbury said he would plan to 
schedule some workshops with residents.

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Something should be done 



Not all Beach kids get to play

Johnny Brown is a 12 year-old boy who wanted to play 
basketlMll. He paid his ifee to the city and was assigned 
a team. He went to practice every day and ran wind 
sprints and exercised and gave np his time like every- 
lx)dy else. But Johnny never got to play in a game. He 
wasn't quite as good as the other boys, and tf tbe^oacb 
put him in the game, well, they just might not win. So af- 
ter a white, Johnny didn't feel like part of the team. His 
friends either won or lost the games. He had nothing to do 
witb it. He stopped cheering so loudly, because he didn't 
really care anymore who won. He was a little humiliated 
to always be on the bench. The next year, Johnny didn't 
go out for basketball. 

There is no real Johnny Brown, but there are many 
like him in Virginia Beach. Winning is so important to 
many coaches, that they forget the real reason the boys 
are there in the first place: to play and have fun. These 
are not professionals, to whom the difference between 
wlnvlng and losing is a Urge amount of money. However, 
there is a problem in that it is hard to tell a ouich he 
must be at a disadvantage during a game, and play the 
boys who may not be as good. There is a solution. 

The City of Virginia Beafch Department of Parks and 
Recreation, establishes rules fof all areas in the city to 
abide by, in every sport. After the basketball season was 
over a coiqde ofweeks ago, theGreat Neck region decided 
to try a sew rule, onethat would allow every boy to parti- 
cipate in a game. They structured a tournament that 
would be out of the city's Jurisdiction, so that they could 
use tbeir own rules. The rules stipulated that every boy 
must play the equivalent of at least one quarter of each 
pme in the tournament. Bob Mathers, the tournament di- 
rector said, "we had officials with watches to make sure 
ail the boys got their share of playing time." 

Mathers, who is on the Board of Directors of the Great 
Nedi Athletic Association said the concept was very suc- 
cessful. "We held the tournament just to try this idea 
out. It was really an eye-i^iener. The parents overwhelm- 
ingly an>roved of this idea. They, like us, are concerned 
with the boy who rides the bench all day long. There was 
a glitter in their eye. We hit a nerve." 

EUll Emeraoo, another board member, echoedhis senti- 



ments, "The crowds were bigger and much more enthu- 
siastic, because everybody got to play. And you should 
have seen some of the boys who hadn't played all year 
loi%. They were so happy/* 

So why isn't this t>eing 4lone everywhere? Emerson ex- 
plained, "We had the tournament on our own, but during 
the regular season, we have to play by city rules. Of 
course that doesn't preclude using all the boys, but every- 
one wants to win and we don't have the authority to make 
the coaches play every boy in every game." 

Mathers continued, "Our struggle is to uniform the 
rules across the city so no one will be at a disadvantage. 
Most coaches have told me they would like to see the rule 
evelTrwbere." 

"The city has formeda special committee, ' ' said Emer-^ 
son, "to decide on a number of things, one of which is 
this rule. The city is vitally interested in how things are 
run. But how long it will take, I just don't know. Hopeful- 
ly by next football season or at least by the basketball 



season. We would like it tomorrow." . 

The rule can be expanded to any sport of ODurse. Inn- 
ings played, minutes played, plays played. In Great 
Neck, for the littlekids aged 7-B,« Tee-ball league has 
been formed, where the boys hit the baseball off a tee. 
Emerson explained, "This is not city organized, this is a 
Great Neck organization, so we can make up our own 
rules. This year we started a rule that makes every boy 
bat in a regular rotation, whether he is playing in the 
field or not. Besides this, they have to play in the field 
at least two innings of evtry gamei. That's mandatory, 
and its lots of fun. We have also started a similar rule in 
our flag football program, which is also out of the city 
jurisdiction." 

Mathers emphasized that the competition would remain 
just as keen. "We still stress winning. We feel its im- 
portant. But that's not our only goal." 

Emerson added, "In fact, during thebasketbainourna- 
ment, the scores of the games were higherthan ever be- 



fore." 

Emerson went on, "We want to take the game away from 
the coaches and give it back to the kids. The kids are at 
such a formative age, we want a program to really help 
build their confidence rather than destroy it. When a boy 
pays his fee, we owe him something." 

Studies have shown that youi« boys would rather play 
on a losing team than sit on the bench for a winning team. 
The city,the coaches, and the parents shouldnot lose sight 
of that. The kids are out there to play. In years to come, 
it won't be the memory of a meaningless won-lost record 
that he recalls, it will either be tbehaiq>y memory of the 
joy of participation, or the bitter memory of rejecticm. 

The coaches should remember that they are there to 
serve the boys, not to revel in their winning percentage. 
The true ability of a coach should be measured by the 
happiness of all his boys, not (^ trophy won at expense 
of a young child's character. Perhaps if this new rule is 
started, Johnny migtat play next year.

Cabl« TV has been kicking around 
in Vlifinia Beacb for so long (since 
1970) that it's like an old shoe, but 
not so comfortable. 

But the end is near. The City 
lathers wiUtAnake their decision 
Monday as to whether Cox TV or 
Vlrgiftia Beach TV geU the franchise 
or — whether nobody gets the (ran - 
'chise. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury, 
noting "1 am sure some Councilman 
asked themselves, as I did -- was 
there a need for any Cable TV in 
Virginia Beach?" this week made no 
definite recommendation to Council. 

Of course, neither did the Citizens 
Committee which made an extensive 
study of the two franchside appli- 



cants. Three favored VBTV and two 
Cox, Init left the final decision to 
CDuncli. 

The public hasn't been to much 
help , either. Although to marketing 
survey in 1972 indicated residents 
favored CATV, Hanbury remarked 
there was "very little public imput 
or response in the four public hear- 
ing of the CA'ry committee and the 
one held by Council. 

Hanbury said that each of the ap- 
plicants is capable of furnishing an 
acceptible Cable TV system in the 
City which leaves local ownership as 
the key differentiating feature between 
the two companies. VB'TV claims 
local ownership. Hanbury, however, 
listed this at a "secondary priority 
level."

City Council seems closer to banning hitchhiking 
at Virginia Beach than eiTer before. 

A proposed ordinance outlawing hitchhiking was de- 
ferred (or a week tor corrections, but chances are it 
will be passed by Council next Monday. 

Council had proposed a ban on hitchhiking with its 
legislative package to local members of the General 
Assembly, but legislators meeting with Council had ex- 
pressed the opinion that this type legislation has been 
difficult to pass because of resistance in the rural areas 
where hitchhiking is a necessity. 

State law now prohibits hitchhiking on the traveled 
poftion of the highway. This is a diificult law to enforce 
beCkus4 a vioiatioit is a matter trf a step on or off the 
Jraveledportionof the jsitreet... ,,..,, ,, 

The proposed beach ordinance would prohibit all solici- 
tation on the streets or adjacent to the streets in the 
City except in cases of emergency. A violation would 
carry a fine of not less than $2 nor more than $25 
for each offense. 

Council asked for the deletion of a part of the or- 
dinance including soliciting for employment or business 
so that local groups conducting such things as car washes 
would be excluded. 

Vice Mayor George R. Ferrell suggested that the or- 
dinance would be a hardship for some, such as students 
who hitchhike to ifirork after school. Councilman J. Henry 



McCoy Jr., wondered what would constitute an emergency. 

Mayor 1. Curtis Payne asked, "Would you consider 
missing the bus on the way to school an emergency? 
I think It would be hard to enforce." 

Councilman John R. Griffin said that he wouUgo along 
with the proposal more easily "if we had a decent trans- 
portation system."

In an order dated Oetober 8, 1975, the SUte Corpora- 
tion Conmlssion adopted conservation guide-ll^s and a 
schedule of iniorlties for arallable gas supplies {g be- 
come etfeettve tor ns service provided from Novem- 
ber 1, 1975 to Aiml 1, 1976. The conservation gaide- 
Uaes were adopted to promote gas conservation be- 
caaae of the national shortage to gas supplies. A 
adieihile of priorities was MM>ted to prescribe the order 
to which servlee to castomers will be reduced, or termi- 
nated if neeeasary, when gas sun)lies are inadequate 
to meet the requirements ot all customers. 

Each gas compel^ has filed toriffs conforming to, 
and lm|uemeotii«, Qia Commission's rules. A public 
hearing was held on December 12, 1975, for the pur- 
pose of allowing iatorestetf- persons to submit iesti- 
mony on the Commlsdon's mlra and the gas companies' 
tariffs filed to c6to|liahce Mth thie rules. As a result 
of that hearing, theCommlsston sun>lemented Ito rules 
bv letter of January 8, 1976, which provided that Rules 
nos. 2 and 3 set forth to the Commission's rules on 
gas service should be administered with flexibility by 
the individual companies to providing gas service to 
intemqitible custmnen and to providtog service to 
existing and new castomers. 

The atorementiotted curtailment plan, whldi became 
effective November 1, 1975, eq>ires on April 1, 1976. 
For tUs reason, and because of the conttoued shor- 
tage of natural gas, toe Commission held a public 
bearing on March 17, 1976 at 10:00 A.M., concerdng 
a conservation plan and priorities schedule to be opera- 
tive on April 1, 1976 through November 1, 1976. As 
a result of toe March 17th hearing, the Commission 
adqited toe curtailment plan now in effect, with a few 
modifieattons, for toe period April 1, 19<76 through 
November 1, 1976. A copy of toe revised rules on 
"Natural Gas Curtailment Priorities and Conserva- 
tton Guidelines" may now be reviewed to the offices 
of toe gas company where the customers' gas bill may 
bepald. • 

Each gas company has been directed to file forth- 
with revised toriffs conforming to, and implementing, 
the Ckmimisston's rules, such tariffs to become effective 
for service rendered oo and afler April 1, 1976. These 
torlfb may be reviewed by toterested persons to the of- 
ticaa of toe Stote Corporation Commission or at any of- 
fice of toe gas company where the customer's gas bill 
may be paid. The Commission will conttouertotovestigate 
the reqiflrements and needs of gas custom^ and the gas 
sqipUes available' to each gas company so that it can 
conttouously review the reasonableness Of ito rules on 
conservation and priorities and take whatsrar action ad- 
dlttonal information and change to circumstances may re- 
<l«lra-

tododing gas companies, gas customers, and the Com- 
misston's Staff - who wish to testify oraUy, or by sub- 
mitting written comments, concerning a conservation 
plan and priorities schedule to become operative on 
November 1, 1976.

Book tells of Beach change

"Virginia Binch shares in one of 
the great changes in the state in the 
last 25 years," said Louis D. Rubin 
Jr., 52, currently wrttii« a brief 
bicentennial history of Virginia. 

During the 20th Century, Virginia 
Beach "wait from a rural agrarian 
community to an urban, commerical, 
Indastrial and agricultural economy," 
added Rubin, auther and editorof sev- 
eral Sortheni novels and presently 
English professor at the University 
of North Carolina. 

Tyi^cally, state government is slow 



to acceiA its responsiUlty fOr Vir- 
ginia's swellii^ population. In 1960 
the U.S. Supreme Court nilii^ of one 
man-one vote forced the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly to give Virginia Beach 
residents proper representation. 

Even so, "it is my feeling that this 
area is underrepresented at the state 
level," added Rubin. 

Limited to 2Z5 printed pages, 7,000 
words, by the National Eixlowment for 
the Humanities, Virginia: A Bicenten- 
nial History is in its final stages. 

"My deadline was two weeks ago," 
said Rubin. "Hopefully, the manuscri|rt 
will be finished in May," when it wilt 
jou histories of the other 50 states. 



Lei^ and accuracy are the Endow- 
ment's only editorial restrictions, and 
Rubin concedes these limitations 
create the possibility of "over sim- 
plivication" of the state's past. 

In the beginning, the history of Vir- 
ginia lbs the history of the nation. 
After the first 30 years of inde- 
pendence, however, state influence on 
the nation delined. Rubin said strong 
local government in Virginia served 
as a tralniag ground for state law- 
makers and, eventually, the small 
nation. 

Always a model of integrity, state 
l^islators in the 1800's simply main- 
tained the status quo. tJnlike the poli- 



tical machines of Tammany in New 
York City or Daly in Chicago, Virgin- 
la's Byrd machine provided honestj 
disinterested government which, iK>ne 
the less, was immune to its social 
respcmsibility for educational and wel- 
fare programs, said Rubin. 'There 
persists this narrow definition of 
government throughout Virginia's his- 
tory." 

Published bicentennial histories (rf 
Michigan, South Caroltaa and Tennes- 
see are already available, an Endow- 
ment spokesman says (18.95 hard - 
cover, $1.95 paperback). At a press 
ccwference Wednesday the sp(Aesmaa 
said he expects "at least 21 of the 51 



volumes to be fini»^ed by the end of 
1976." The entire series should 
be complete in 1977. 

Authors were chosen for their writ- 
ing ability, historical knowlet^e and 
personal concern for the state. To 
insure format variety, they were dis- 
couraged from contacting one another 
as Individual nunuscripts progressed. 
"Hence, each book is greatly differ- 
ent," said the spokesman. 

Assigned to identify the variety 
within a state as it relates to the 
deveh^meat of tte natkw, RtMnsaid, 
"writing the book made me aware of 
how little I really knew about Vir- 
ginia."

Center solution 






City council candidate Buddy Riggs, after investi- 
gating alternate financing metluxls for the Beach's 
proposed convention center, said "private enterprise" 
is th^ way. 

Riggs is for the center felling it "would help stimu- 
late future tourist business. He also praises innkeepers 
here for offering to raise the room tax. 

Riggs continues to collect inckground information 
and specifics of a similar project in Orlando, Fla, 
He also has spoken with private investors "Who have 
indicated an interest in such a venture." 

"The City of Virginia Beach has'^ been blessed by 
a low bond indebtedness created by conservative fiscal 
management and this philosophy should be continued," 
he said. "It is important that we retain the opportunity 
to utilize our bonding capabilities for schools, high- 
ways, sewer and water, and it is my feeling that by 
private enterprise financing the Convention Center, we 
can free more of our obligation bonds than by the City 
financing it at this time- 
City in control 

"The City would earmark monies set aside from the 
hotel and meal taxes each year to pay for the lease 
for the Center. The City would then rent the facility 
for conventions, cultural activities, concessions and other 
arrangements, the reveues from which would help off- 
set the deficit left initially from the monies derived 
from the totel and meal tax. 

"The lease could be arranged on an increasing basis 
so that the first three or four ye;irs, the lease would 
be held lower in an attempt to generate revenues to 
offset the ongoing cost of the facility and obtain a 
break-even point. 



Projections good 

"According to revenue projections made by consul- 
tants, within four or five years the accululated revenues 
should pay the lease payments and generate excess monies 
for the City's general fund. Investigations indicate 
that there are other cities which are either operating 
on a lease basis or considering the lease plan to build 
convention centers and it is not uncommon that the Federal 
Government, especially in the case of the Post Office 
facilities, have leased buildings for a number of years. 

"There are many advantages to private enterprises 
financing the project. 

"The City would not impair its bonded indebtness 
j|xc^ on a yearly hasis and slwuld the annual lesase 
•mount be pre-paid, there would be little limitation 
on the City's bonded indebtedness^lor ihat year. ..This 
would tree all of the City's annual bonding capacity 
for use inextension of sclKwU, iilghwajrs, water, sewer 
and other important captial projects. 



Compotltlon Is ksy 

"Further, by earmarking specifically those revemies 
generated from the special tax for the lease of the Con- 
vention Center, a self- sustaining program can be developed 
This would put the Convention Center is a totally sup- 
ported revenue position separate from the general taxes 
of the City. The Center's operating funds could also 
be offset by revenues received from rental of the 
facility. 

"By providing free enterprise with the responsibility 
for construction of the facility, the cost of construction 
of the facility might be lowered by virtue of more com- 
petitive methods.

Beachers spend weekends in sky

Look! In the sky! Its a bird, no its i plane, its. . .Kim 
Williams? Yes, it just might be Kim. She has recently 
taken up the sport of skydiving, which some people argue 
is as smart a sport as acid-drinking or tiger-wrestling. 

Not long ago, Kim, a Virginia Beach native, became the 
first female student to free fall in Suffolk, the site of the 
only area drop-zone. 

The 22-year-old secretary said, "I've bad a lot of hob- 
bles, but this is really something." It really is. 

Two other Virginia Beach knights of the sky are Joe 
Lacace and his wife Sally. Joe has over 50 Jumps under 
his lielt, er, harness, and Sally has one. She is anxious to 
keep jumping, despite the fact that her first and only Jump 
landed her in the trees. "I'll do better next time," she 
said enthusiastically, "I've Just got to learntosteer bet- 
ter." 



Question is, why? 

Apparantly Joe and Sally believe in the adage, "The 
family that jumps out of airplanes thousands of feet off 
the ground with only a few pounds of nylon to set them 
down to earth together, stays together." 

Joe said, "My four-year-old boy already wants a blue 
parachute. Of course, be can't jump until he is 16, but 
he'll have my permission." 

Sally added, "My parents think we're crazy. The most 
frequently asked question is 'why?' "

Kim got started when she met Jerry Roulllard, who runs 
the parachute center, at Dave's Casino, a Beach l>ar fre- 
quented by skydiving enthusiasts. "He just talked me into 
it and I love it. One of the best parts of skydiving is that 
everybody loves to party. If you can party with tJie people 
you have fun withduringtheday, what else can you want?" 

Kim recalled her first Jump, which was not a free fall, 
but a static-line jump, in which a strong cord is attached 
from the plane to the rip-cor4 so the [»rachute will open 
automatically when the student leaps. "I took so long 
before I got out, that the plane had to circle around again 
to let me out. 



"When I jumped and the chute opened, I kept saying, 
'Can you believe you've done this?" 

Kim said the best is yet to come, even though she has 
completed a couple short free falls. "So far I've only 
been able to do five second delays. But now I'm going to 
Jump every weekend until I can reach terminal velocity 
and can do relative work." 

After about 10-15seconds, the Jumper reaches terminal 
velocity, which while in a stable position is 176 feet a 
second. Relative work is when free fallers guide them- 
selves toward each other and join hands, forming "stars. " 



Skydivers see the parachute simply as a' necessary 
means of landing safely. It is the free fall that is the es- 
sence of the sport. 

Free fall 



Joe described the sensation of free fall. "It's not a 
feeling of falling at all, since there is nothing tojudge 
distance by. It's just a lot of wind rushing past you. Its 
very invigorating." He continued, "When you do relative 
work with a friend, its a great feeling." 



Kim emphasized how safety conscious skydivers are. 
"We went up one time and were about to Jump, and they 
shot a flare from the ground to let us know the wind had 
picked up too much, so down we came." 

Nearly everyone has dreamed of flying, and skydiving 
is about as close as anyone can get to actual flight. Drop- 
zones are filled with excitement and laughter as jumpers, 
like Kim, Joe, Sally, and many others, share their exper- 
iences and thrills with one another. They are also bound 
together by the realization that the rest of the world 
sees them as crazy.

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Weldon helps Cavs start quickly

Every baseball team should have a David Weldon. 
Princess Anne has one, and he is one of the reasons 
for the Cavaliers' fast start this season. 

Weldon, a senior, is in Ws third year of playing 
baseball for Coach VanBenschoten. He is the Icind of 
player that can make the transition from the outfield 
to the infield. Weldon has been transformed into a 
shortstop. "I like it," he said, "it feels better than the 
outfield." 

So far this season, Weldon has been sucking up every- 
thing in sight, but is quick to spread the credit around. 
"Sam Eure can really stretch at first. He's got a good 
glove and gives us a big target. And at second base, 
David Brown turns the double play real well. He has 
a quick release. Our third baseman, Jay Birch, is in 
his first year on the varsity, but does a great job.

According to Weldon, the key to a tight infield de- 
pends on two things. First, the Infielders must know 
their ran^e. "You Just have to know where to play, 
and know what you can get," he said, "and we do". 
The second key is knowing each other, and the Princess 
Anne infield knows each other. "Our whole infield 
plays together in the summer on the same American 
Legion team. That really helps us." 

Steals lots of bases 

still, Weldon is not hitting the ball consistantly, 
and has been moved down the line-up a couple of not- 
ches. This is surprising when one looks at another 
important statistic-stolen bases. "In just three games, 
Dave has siz or seven stolen bases," said VanBenscho- 
ten. "Twice so far he has stolen second and third. 
He hasn't been hitting that well, but has been getting 
on because of errors. And once he is on, 1 don't hes- 
itate to send him down." 

Weldon said that the secret of stealing was "getting 
a good jump on the pitcher mainly, and knowing bow to 
hook slide. We get a lot of practice, because we always 
try to steal."

Watch for fraudulent letters 



Fraudulent chain letters have been around for many 
years, but odds are better now that you may receive 
one, this time with a Bicentennial theme, according 
Virginia Beach PoslmasteT J: T. i^sswbite Jr - — 

"A scheme, which involves the mailing of U.S. Sav- 
ings Bonds, has shown up in major urban centers of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Maryland, Virginia and 
Florida," Crosswhite said. "The letter with the Bicent- 
tenhialgrmmrck,^Teexplaihea, "urges thosie receivin| 
it to mail $2.00 - $1.00 for each "00 years - to the per* 
son whose name is first on the list in celebration df 
our nation's 200th birthday, 

"Chief Postal Inspector C. Neil Benson has informed 
us that actual profits from chain letters are usually ob- 
tained only by those who originate or enter the scheme 



very early. " 

Chain letters requesting money or other items of 
value are non-mailable under the Federal Mail Fraud 
Statutev They &re jcojisldtired to be fraudulent because 
of the Ukeliboqd that itbe chain will be broken and most 
participtnts will get nothing from their involvement. 

Typically, the chain letter requires each of its recip- 
ients to sell or mail cc^ies to a specified number of 
others, who would also be asked to continue the chain of 
mailli^s. Usually, the chain expands so rapidly that the 
Dumlwr of prospects is soon exhausted. For example, a 
chain letter requiring each purchaser to send copies to 
six others would theoretically reach the entire literate 
population of the earth by tbe time it reached its "2th link. 

So-called chain letters which call for nothing more than 



recipes, picture post cards and the like, are ordinarily 
considered to be mailable because the items sent do not 
constitute a "thing of value" under applicable law. How- 
ever, postal cards invotrtng "good luck" chain prayers 
that contain a threat of bad Ititk to those who bcesk the 
chain are prohbitied because it is against the law to 
place threatening matter on the outside of mail. 

Crosswhite cautioned the public to be especially alert 
for niiinerous^Current chalnTetters which contain aclaim" 
that they have been reviewed by some legal authority 
and officially approved for mailing. 

"This is not true," he sayd, "and I would appreciate 
having all chain letters received in this area promptly 
turned over to me or Postal Inspectors so that we can 
help protect the public from this illegal activity."

55,000 students enrolled, he said, the city has the lar- 
gest enrollmtat in the state. 

School projects included are Green Run Senior High, 
Virginia Beach Junfor High (modernization), Kemps ville- 
Indian Lakes Junior High, Dey Elementary School Addi- 
tion, Woodstock Elementary School addition,' Shelton Park 
Elementary School addition; Arrowhead Elementary 
School air conditioning, Navy Housing Area elementary 
school. Cox High School addition and renovation, Prin- 
cess Anne High School renovation, B.F. Williams Lib- 
rary air conditioning and Mallbur Elementary School 
addition. 

Engineering and highways projects include Newtown

In an order dated October 8, 1975, the State Corpora- 
tion Commission ad<^ed conservation guide-lines and a 
schedule of priorities for available gas supplies to be- 
come effective for gas service provided from Novem- 
ber 1, 1975 to April 1, 1976. The conservation guide- 
lines were adopted to promote gas conservatira be- 
cause of the national shortage in gas supplies. A 
schedule of priorities was adoi^ed to prescribe the order 
in which service to customers will be reduced, or termi- 
nated if necessary, when gas snn>lles are inadequate 
,to meet the requirements of all customers. 

Each gas company has filed tarlQs conforming to, 
and implementing, the Commission's rules. A public 
hearing was held on December 12, 1975, for the pur- 
pose of allowing interested persons to submit testi- 
mony on the Commission's rules and the gas companies' 
tarlKs filed in compliance with the rules. As a result 
of that hearing, the Commission supplemented its rules 
by letter of January 8, 1976, which provided that Rules 
Nos. 2 and 3 set fbrth in the Commission's rules on 
gas service should be administered with flexibility by 
the individual companies in providing gas service to 
interruptible customers and in providing service to 
existing and new customers. 

The aforementioned curtailment plan, which became 
effective November 1, 1975, expires on April 1, 1976. 
For this reason, and because of the continued shor- 
tage of natural gas, the Commission held a public 
hearing on March 17, 1976 at 10:00 A.M., concerning 
a conservation plan and priorities schedule to be opera- 
tive on April I, 1976 through November 1, 1976. As 
a result of the March 17th bearing, the Commission 
adopted the curtailment plan now in effect, with a few 
modifications, for the period April 1, 1976 through 
November 1, 1976. A copy of the revised rules on 
"Natural Gas Curtailment Priorities and Conserva- 
tion Guidelines" may now be reviewed in the offices 
of the gas company where the customers' gas bill may 
t>e paid. 

Each gas company has been directed to file forth- 
with revised tariffs conforming to, and implementing, 
the Commission's rules, such tariffs to become effective 
tor service rendered on and after April 1, 1976. These 
tariffs may be reviewed by interested persons in the of- 
fices of the State Connration Commission or at any of- 
fice of the gas company where the customer's gas bill 
may be paid. The ComoilssioB will coiAimie to investigate 
the requirements and needs of gas customers and the gas 
suH>lles available to each gas company so that It can 
continuously review the reasonableness of its rules on 
conservation and priorities and take wliatever action ad- 
ditional initormation and change in circumstances may re- 
quire.

After local acceptance of his work, the Naval Supply 
Center in Oakland, Calif., also adopted his design for 
similar suHwr^ng fixtures, thereby extending the savings 
to the govemtn^t to $10,000 Hosking received the cash 
under the Navy Incentive Awards Program. He is also 
betaig nominated lor a citation under the special Prtsl- 
dentlal Cost Reduction Campaign announced last May by

Designing and making something from nothing isn't new 

to Hosking. 
He has taken "just about every possible course" in tool 

and die, machines, electroplating and other related fields. 

He is workii^ on his library and bis knowledge to branch 

out into tool design. 
"I enjoy making all kinds of things," he comment^ 

"It's amazing how costly very small manufactured part^ 

are. I'm the first to admit that I don't understaixi all of 
the technical aspects of everything, but if I can see 
something which can work as a substitute, I make it. 
"I have to keep busy," he said. "Aside from gunsmith- 
ing, automotive repair, and construction work,. I enjoy 
fishing and hunting." His wife, the former Miss Jane 
Sturtevant and daughters Lisa Ann and Julie Rae (four 
and two) join him in all of those thii^s.

City Council expects to reduce the real estate taxes 
rate by no less than five cents and no more than 10 
cents per $100 valuation during the coming fiscal year. 

City Manager George L. flanbury said that 60% to 
65% of the taxpayers would experience tax reductions 
if the tax cut is adopted. Thes»are the people whose 
real estate assessments have not increased enough to 
counteract any relief which might be afforded by the 
tax break. 

When Council cut taxes by 10 cents last year, citizens 
complained that any advantage was cotnteracted by the 
increase in assessments, so that thus actually paid 
more taxes. 

Mayor J. Curtis Payne had suggested the 10 cents 
tax break which was discussed at the informal meet- 
ing of Council Monday. 

Payne said that "some people think we may get into 
trg#)le next year if we reduce the rate this year." 
be said ttiat the proposed increase on the hotel-motel 
tax by one j^vi ob the d<dlar and the extension of the 
tax on ^tCDJ^I^ iitmiiffM witti<flM»ls will allow the 
reduction in the reyLjstate tax.

Councilnutf Clarence A. Holland said that be was 
worried about the aureus. "The 4% surplus bothers 
ma.. .we're dotting, it awfully thin.. .Five percent I can 
see." He said he thought it would be better to go on 
the safer side with a 5% reduction rather than a 10%. 

Councilman Robert B. CromweU, Jr. said that "just 
because we're considering a tax cut doesn't mean we 
should be lax." 

Payne said that 30% to 40% of the people experienc- 
ing some increase in assessment and that a great num- 
ber of those people live on fixed Incomes. 

jlolland said that be hoped the City could have a sur- 
ptts of 114 million next year instead of the $11 million 
this year. The extra money could be used for needed 
building without the interest costs. 

Virginia Beach's tax rate of 90 cents on a $100 
valuation is the lowest in the Tidewater area altbougli 
Haobury has termed the tax "regrrasive." 

George G. Ball, president of the Broad Bay Civic 
League, speaking at ttie public hearing, said the increases 
in real estate assessments in Bay Island aaS other areas 
of the city were excessive. Although he was aware of 
the mayor's proposal to reduce the tax rate, be sakl 
his entliusiasm was tempered by the thjat (tf an in- 
crease In assessments. He suggested the rateba lowered 
to 10 cents and i»referably to 15 cents per |100. In- 
stall some system wUch will protect us tnm the 
"capricious" Imposition of taxes, he asked. 

Crowgey plaaaed 

Jack Crowgey, a member of the Virginia Beach Board 
of Realtors, said he was pleased the city was not rais- 
ing real estate taxes. -^ said that a surv^ in 1974 
Indicated that 10% fewer pecqde could afford to Iwy 
homes than three years earlier. 

Other speakers generally complained about tm^ases 
in real estate assessmeirts and the resultant hi^er 
taxes. 

Elmer Miller, secretary of the Bay Island Civic Lea- 
gue, said members were upset that the better pnqierty 
was maintained the higher the taxes. The real estate 
and personal property taxes were "regressive and un- 
fair," he said. Homes, lands, b<»ts and vehicles are 
taxed by the city. To ke^ taxes at the lowest rate 
possible, he suggested an immediate hiring freeze 
by the city.

City Council will vote Mondayanernoonona$123,073,- 
590 operating budget (or the fiscal year July I, 1976 
to June 30, 1977 and on a $16 million bond issue. 

Discussion at this week's public hearing centered on 
the cost 0/ the Arts and Convention Center but pre- 
sented no real opposition to the $16 million project. 
Included in the bond package was $1,281,700 for the 
Arts and Conference Center for 1976. 

Speaking in favor of the center were David Hen- 
dricks, of the Innkeepers Association; Aubrey Cart- 
wright, chairman of the board of the Virginia Beach 
Jaycees; A. R. Mailhes, executive director of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Chamber of Commerce, and Michael Fitz- , 
Patrick, vice president of the Tidewater Restaurafit 
Assocation. 

Hendricks said that tourism, Virginia's second Urgest 
industry, employs thousands of part-time and full-time 
people at the beach and that without it, "we would 
be paying 30% or more in real estatfe and personal 
property taxes. Even during the recession, he said, 
tourism at the Beach Increased 12%. 

Center lauded 

The Arts and Conference Center would expand the 
touist season,, he said, and the theater would be bene- 
ficial to laocal citizens. The Center's parking lot could 
be used by day visitors to the Beach who have been 
increasing each year. He also approved of the pro- 
posed one percent UlI increase on hotels and motels 
to pay for the center. 

Cartwright said there was not better way to keep 
real estate taxes low. Returns from the center would 
come to over $9 million, he said, while costing the city 
$3 million in services. 

Mailes said the center is needed to fill the needs 
of the art and cultural groups in the City. 

Fitzpatrick said that the tourist industry supplies 
voer 10% of the city's budget and that there was a 
need to stimulate the hospitality industry the year 
round.

'We're pro ham,' says

Chuck Rippel talks to the world 
from his bedroom. 

He's a highly-competent, elec- 
troniGally-skilled amateur radio 
operator, a "ham," who loves his 
hobby, practices his craft, polishes 
his talent and maintains constantly 
high standards. 

One other thing. Chuck- -and hun- 
dreds like him in the Beach area 
alone- -are united in their dislike, 
perhaps hatred for CBers, and wish 
to present their case to the public. 

"One of the points that ticks us 
off is the label that we are all the 
same," said Dave Ritter, another bam 
and good friend of Chuck Rippel's. 
"Amateurs follow the letter of the 
law. We would be the first to turn 
in another bam." 

The other side of the coin being: 
CBers are clowns who are miserably 
trying to infringe and impersonate 
legitimate amateur radio. 

"There were 6,500 of us in Tide- 
water in 1972" said Rippel, talking 
from his bedroom, on the second floor 
of the attractive home in the fashion- 
able Alanton area of Virginia Beach. 
"But if you took a figure counting 
Navy and transients here it would 
probably be as high as :1 0,000 to 
11,000." 

Ham radio is as complicated as 
CB is simple. 

'^CB is a local, personal <:om- 
mupication," added Rippel. "Car to 
car." 

Ham radio operators, on the other 
hand, have the world as their private 
backyard. Rippel in one recent evening 
at the console chatted clearly with 
hams in South Africa, California, 
Venezuela and the Ivory Coast. 

''It's like a wide open telephone 
party line with a high semblance of 
order^" he said. £ippel ^ends '0 
to 20 hours every week operating, sit- 
tin^there checking time charts, flick- 
ingi dials and communicating with 
far»»ay phtces most folks ohly read 
aboi4, 

"It's a labor of love," added Dave 
Ritter. "The trouble is that the lay 
public can't tell the difference be- 
tween CB and ham. Man CBers don't 
know the difference. But we take great 
pride in the fact we are hams." 

CB units are low-priority using 
23 channels and you can operate a 

CB simply by applying. Though they 
have regulations, most follow what- 
ever standards they wish. Hams char- 
ge that CB was not intended for fun, 
that CB was intended "to provide 
two-way communications for small 
businesses, during emergencies," but 
that it has degenerated into " a fun 
spree that could be dangerous." 

Ham radio, on the other hand, has 
been an organized volunteer com- 
munications service and scientific 
hobby for more than half a century. 
To obtain a license requires study, 
perserverance and interest. License 
classes include novice, which allows 
communication by morse code; tech- 
nician, which is restricted to VHF, 
meaning can talk; general, '3 words 
a minute and 2,000 watts, using one-

Ham, or amateur radio, 
is by far the more coplica- 
ted of the two; able to travel 
longer distances, ultimate 
refinement perhaps of the 
highest order. 

If you want to set up as 
a ham you can assemble your 
own for a little as $100, 



or as much as $3,000. Being 
a ham means you are part 
of a global fraternity, one 
placing top emphasis on 
communication, human need, 
public service and tech- 
nology. Ham is governed by 
the FCC and thus subject to 
tough federal and other regu- 
lations. 

CB is open to all and it is 
booming in numbers far 
more than ham. The average 



CB has a range of 40 miles 
and costs from $75for a six- 
channel mobile unit to $700 
for a 60-channel base unit, 
a sidebander. CBers need a 
copy of FCC rules and must 
apply for a license. The yp- 
to-12-weelc wait allows you 
to join more than two mil- 
lion others on the air. 

Neither likes the other 
and it appears that the gap 
is ever widening.

"It dep««lt on sundy," answered 
Rippel, "You can get a transmitter 
and receiver' for $100. The price is 
the biggest mlsciMiception. You can 
get on the air cheap ami have fun." 

"We're pro ham," added Ritttr. 
. Ham is a technical world. They 
even have tbeir own satellite. Hams 
have call letters. Rippel's for exam- 
ple is WA4HHG. On any given night 
he might contact Robin Fletcher in 
Mtat, RepubUca of South Africa. 
Fletcher is ZS5PD/ZS3. Or Rippel 
can call ZS6DN, which is David Lar- 
sen of Pretoria, in the Transvaal. 

All calls are logged: time, sta- 
tion, emission, power and other de- 
tails recorded. "These logs are avail- 
able for FCC inspection. Ham calls 
are a liturgy of repetitive and num- 
erical jargon that comes acn»8 as 
confusing to the layman. They enable 
hams to detect when an imposter 
Is on the lihe, and dully report him. 
There are more than 300,000 hams 
in the U.S. and another 450,000 else- 
where around the globe. 

Hams Involved 

"Hams perform many vital ser- 
vices," saidRimwl. "Our radiograms 
are sent free by amateur radio." 
These messages can literally circle 
the earth in minutes, a public ser- 
vice. "And there's the eye bank 
net," added Ritter. "Human eyes are 
routed this way, long distance co- 
ordination of cornea transplants. It's 
the only system. It's so efficient 
there's no need for Ma Bell. And 
It's free." It's true. Hams actually 
are the main motive force behind 
others using your eyes. . 

But it's not all work, and not all 
technical mumble-jumble, meters, 
flickering light dials and measured 
flow of current. 

There are colorful QSL cards ex- 
changed i>y hams voridwide, which 
verify conUcts and also provide satis- 
1i(!tl<»h''whil^ serving as a colorful 
Intetior or wall display. Hams are 
there first when earthquakes or other 
tragedies strike, they coordinate re- 
lief, infbrm police and authorities, 
direct help and rescue teams. But 
they laugh a lot, too, and their world 
is not simply fighting CBers while 
manipulating gigantic consoles re- 
plete with wires.

Swift, a Virginia Beach resident and his partner 
Dan Donahoe of Scottsdale, Ariz., got the idea for the 
project when they were developing Oceans, the exclusive 
high rise condominium adjacent to Oceans II. 

Seeing how quickly the contemporary efficiency apart- 
ments were selling at Oceans, they looked to the Aeolus 
Hotel next door an alternative to trying to find 
vacant ocean front property to develop. 

Many advantages 

"We saw a lot of advantages 1(9 ,c9!\v,ei;ting the Aeolus," 
4Swi|t, said. "DiJ^elopmeni^fioMsoWuld be les9. It 
would Ibe adjacent to a very exclusive piece of pn^rty.

Ani is sise and design make it especially 
attractive to people who want an ocean front apartment 
bit dont want a high rise. " 

"We knew the concept was a little different when 
we started but sometimes you just have a gut feel that 
something is right.

Viets fight silent battle now 



By GAIL BRONSON

. The Lam family no longer hears bombs exploding miles 
from home. Their's is a silent battle. 

The Lams, Vietnamese refugees living in Virginia 
Beach, are engaged in a private struggle to learn the ways 
of a new country and to forget the pain of leaving their 
beloved homeland and relatives. 

For Phung, it meant leaving a successful career as a 
song composer. His petite wifeTuyet was a film and tele- 
vision actress and director, and would have received re- 
cognition equivalent to our Academy Award had she not 
left Vietnam. 

The Lams quickly left Saigon April 30 one hour after it 
fell with their daughters, Hang, 16, and Loan, 14. They 
feared for their lives because oftheir wealth and national 
fame. 

Living now at 3049 Bellhaven Drive, the Lams are 
sponsored by King's Grant Baptist Church of Virginia 
Beach. 

Pastor saw picture 

Rev. Jerry Holcomb, pastor, explained the process of 
bringing the Lams to the Ceach. 

"I saw a picture in a Baptist publication of Vietnamese 
refugees living in tents," he said. "This prompted me 
to speak to the deacons of our church about sponsoring 
a family. They were supportive, so the church decided 
to sponsor a family as a mission project." 

The church found and rented a house and furnished it 
with contributions of appliances and furniture from mem- 
bers. 

On Sunday, Nov. 9, the Lam family stepped off a plane

Tuyet, in her smaU, tinkling voice, prompted Rev. Hol- 
comb as he described the Lams' long and arduous journey 
which brought them to the church's steps. Phung sat 
quietly, hands clasped, nodding and smiling, adding a 
occasional explanation. 

The sounds of war going on outside Saigon were often 
heard by the Lams, but they never l>elievedit would ser- 
iously affect their city.

When the Lams got word that Saigon had fallen into 
communist hands, they quickly fled, leaving behind their 
wealth. 

As well as Rev. Holcomb can discern, the Lams were 
eqiuiyalent to millionaires in Vietnam. They owned their 
own home, drove a Subaru and the two girls each had 
motorbikes. Tuyet left behindallherjewelry and over 200 
dresses. 

The Lams boarded the Truongsuan, a ship loaded with 
4,000 people who did not even have room to sit. Out to sea, 
the engine died. Very little food and water remain^. 

The Danish ship Claraihark rescued the passengers, 
sharing its food and water while towing the ship to Hpng , 
Kong. 

Slept on floors 

For over three-and-a-half months the Lams, like other 
refugees, sl^ on the floor of huts. They were stuffed 
with 32 others into the tiny dwelling. 

The Lams were shipped to Fort Chaffee, Ark. Aug. 16 
where they lived with 10,000 other refugees. 

"It was very crowded," Tuyet said. "But this time we 
had beds." 

The Lams are grateful for the help of their sponsors 
"Belbre we came, I did not think we would get help," 
Phung said. 

A special committee is seeking full-time employment 
for Phung. He now works part time for Sears. Finding a 
full time job for him has been hampered by his lack of 
fluoicy in English. 

The Lams are taking English instruction and Phung pre- 
dicted tliat "soon I will speak English very well." He 
seeks ftiU-time work of any nature.

"Food is seasoned differently and schools are not the 
same. Here it is cold. Not in Vietnam." 

The time of Tet, the Vietnamese-celebrated lunar new 
year, was a difficult time forthe Lams, especially Tuyet. 
At that time, families gather and celebrate the holiday 
together. "It was very said for me," Tuyet said. 

The Lams have found one reminder of home. They said 
the Elizabeth River in Downtown Norfolk resembles Sai- 
gon harbor. 

Although Tuyet rarely sang on stage except as her roles 
demanded, she has begun singing Phung's songs, accom- 
panied by him on the guitar, at local civic aJ^airs. 



They're growing roots 

"They have a slide presentation available, and also 
would be glad to sing for other church or civic groups," 
Rev. Holcomb said. 

Tuyet slipped into her native Vietnamese dress, slit at 
the sides and touching the floor. Upon request, Vhuag be- 
gan strumming bis guitar while Tuyet sang his song in a 
lyrical, clear voicfe.

NOTICE TO THE PUBLIC CONCERNING 
THE NATURAL GAS SHORTAGE 

In an order dated October 8, 1975, the State Corpora- 
tion Commission adopted conservation guide-lines and a 
schedule of priorities for available gas supplies to be- 
come effective for gas service provided from Novem- 
ber 1, 1975 to April 1, 1976. The conservation guide- 
lines were adopted to promote gas conservation be- 
cause of the national shortage in gas supplies. A 
schedule of priorities was adopted to prescritte the order 
in which service to customers will be reduced, or termi- 
«at<d it necessary, when gas supplies are inadequate 
to meet the requirements of 9 11 customers. 

Each gas company has filed tariffs conforming to, 
and implementing, the Commission's rules. A public 
hearing was held on December 12, 1975, for the pur- f^ 
pose of allowing interested persons to submit testi- 7 
mony on the Commission's rules and the gas companies' 
tariffs filed in compliance with the rules. As a result 
of that hearing, the Commission supplemented its rules 
by letter of January 8, 1976, which provided that Rules 
Nos. 2 and 3 set forth in the Commission's rules on 
gas service should be administered with flexibility by 
the individual companies in providing gas service to 
interruptible customers and in providing service to 
existing and new customers. 

The aforementioned curtailment plan, which became 
effective November 1, 1975, expires on April 1, 1976. 
For this reason, and because of the continued shor- 
tage of natural gas, the Commission held a public 
hearing on March 17, 1976 at 10:00 A.M., concerning 
a conservation plan and priorities schedule to be opera- 
tive on April 1, 1976 through November 1, 1976. As 
a result of the March 17th hearing, the Commission 
adopted the curtailment plan now in effect, with a few 
modifications, for the period April 1, 1976 through 
November 1, 1976. A copy of the revised rules on 
"Natural Gas Curtailment Priorities and Conserva- 
tion Guidelines" may now be reviewed in the offices 
of the gas company where the customers' gas bill may 
be paid. 

Each gas company has been directed to file forth- 
with revised tariffs conforming to, and implementing, 
the Commission's rules, such tariffs to become effective 
for service rendered on and after April 1, 1976. These 
tariffs may be reviewed by interested persons in the of- 
fices of the State Corporation Commission or at any of- 
fice of the gas company where the customer's ps bill 
may be paid.

To adcKrt a new chapter to be numbered 

CHAPTER 18.1. Falconry 

consirtto« (rf Regulations numbered Rll. 1*1 through 
R18. l-9,pTovkttq( that: 

(1) A falconry permit sImII «A be issued until an 
an>iicant has complied an aK>lieatk» form prevMcd 
by the Commission, answered correctly at least e^y 
perceirt of the questions on a supervised examination, 
and has facilities and equipment for holding and hand- 
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ling raptors meeting standards prescribed by federal 
regulations. 

(2) There shall be three classes of permittees, sub- 
ject to the following requirements and restrictions: 
an apprentice class permittee shaU be at least four- 
teen years old, shall have a sponsor who is a general 
or master class permittee for the first two years in 
which an apprentice permit is held, and may possess 
no more than one raptor whith shall be an American 
kestrel, a red-tailed hawk or a red-shouldered hawk. 
A general class permittee shall be at least eighteen 
years old, shall have at least two years of experience 
in the practice of falconry, may not possess more than 
two raptors, and may not take, transport or possess 
any golden eagle or any species listed as endangered 
or threatened pursuant to the federal Endangered Species 
Act of 1973. A master class permittee shall have at 
least five years of experience in the practice of fal- 
conry at the general class level; may not take, transport 
or posssess any golden eagle or any species listed as 
endangered pursuant to the federal Endangered Species 
Act of 1973 unless authorized in writing to do so; and 
may not take, transport or possess more than one of 
any species listed as threatened pursuant to the federal 
Endangered Species Act of 1973 unless authorized in 
writing to do so. 

(3) An inventory report of raptors held in captivUy 
shall be made by their owners within ninety days of 
the effective date of this regulation, and no raptor 

may be lawhiUy acquired after such report is sub- 
mitted unless the owner first obtains an authorized 
marker and aUaches U to the raptor immediately upon 
acquisttion. n shall be unlawful to alter, counterfeU 
or debce an authorized raptor marker. 

(4) Young raptors not capable of flight may be cap- 
tured from the wild by a general or master falconer 
from May 1 to June 30 of each year, but not more than 
two may be taken by the same permittee during any 
calendar year. There also shall be an open season for 
capturipg first-year birds for falconry purposes from 
August 3 through November 30 ofeach year. Only Ameri- 
can kestrels and great-homed owls may be taken under 
a falconry permit when over one year old. 

S5) Raptors lawfuUy acquired before the enactment 
lese regulations, by persons who subsequently faU 
to meet permit requirements, may be retained if identi- 
fied with authorized markers, but may not be replaced 
in case of their death, loss, release or escape. Raptors 
lawfully in possession before enactment of these re- 
gulations, in excess of those allowed under the owner's 
class permU, may l>e simUarly marked and retained, 
but uA replaced until the number in possession Is less 
than the number allowed under the owner's permU. 
(t) Species not indigenous to Virginia shall not be 
intentionally released to the wUd without written au- 
thorization, and the marker from any intentionally 
released bird shall be removed and surrendered to the 
Commission, and a standard federal bird band shall 
be attached to such bird by an authorized bird bander. 

(7) The Commission shall be Informed in writing 
if another person is to have custody of a permittee's 
r^itor (s) for a period of more than thirty days. 

(8) Feathers that are moUed or that are taken from 
biros that die in captivity may be retained and ex- 
changed by permittees for imping purposes only. 

(9) It shall be lawful to hunt non-migratory game 
birds and game animals with falcons from Octol)er 1 
through March 31. 

(10) Holders of falconry permMs shaU report to 
the Commission on January 1 of each year the number 
of each species of raptor held, and such birds shall 
be avaUable for inspection by representatives of the 
Commission at all times. ' 



CHAPTER 22. PERMITS. 

Regulation R22-2.1, prescribing the report and inspec- 
tion ol iirtden tit -permits lor the tiJdng, holding, etc., 
of falcons, lawks and owls for use to hunt wild game, 
is hereby rescinded.

Any person, upon application to a game warden

The main inflationary factors have 
l>een costs of finaacing. Last year the 
company issued $1 million in bonds 
at 11 3/4, percent and privately sold 
$1 million preferred stock to an insur- 
ance company at 12, per cent financing 
costs which were not uncommon in that 
year. Several steps have been taken 
and others rantemplated to avoid re- 
currence of such financing costs, but 
since money rates are mainly a re- 
sult of national money markets, it is 
not entirely under control of any one 
company or industry. 

Other uncontrollable increases 
have come in depreciation, wage and 
fringe benefits, postage. Social Se- 
curity and unemployment, and energy. 
It was noted that of the $269,000 ap- 
plied tor, one-half would go directly 
to federal and state taxes. 

The rates above do not reflect a 25 
per cad city utility tax in Chesapeake, 
which should produce aH>roximately 
$50,000 additional tax revenue for that 
city. Virginia Beach has a similar tax 
also not reflected above. 

The company's 1976 construction 
midget totals $1,194,000.

Timmy Taylor stands motionless exceirt for the 
espaiKilng and contracting of his tare chest. 

His dark hair, parted in the middle, and his black 
beard give him an almost demonic appearance. His 
steely eyes look straight ahead. 

Suddenly he bolts forward, leaps into the air, and 
A>6s a rooM-oft affli a front sojnersault with a half 
twist in there somewhere. 

R's really quite amaEing. Most people probai^^ly could 
only drMm about somersault. .« 

Taylor is a senior on the Kempsville High g^- 
nastics team. Not all Beach schools have a eymoas- 
tics team, so competition does not come very oHm. 
But when it does, the Chiefs spin, jump and tumble 
to victory. Undefeated this season, they have some 
important competition coming up. 

Coach Ted Wood, who admits that some of the boys 
he coaches know more about the sport than he does, 
won't commit himself to predict the outcome of post- 
season play. "I have no idea how the other schools in 
the state are doing because I haven't seen them. All 
I have seen are the other Beach schools, and I know 
we can hold our own there." 

"I inherited a real good program," he continued, 
"when I took over coaching two years ago. I didn't 
know anything about it, I ]ust wanted to coach a sport. 
Mainly I Just supervise and hope they don't get hurt." 

Taylor's Arabian move described earlier, is his spe- 
cialty, but he competes in all events. His laughter 
and joking keep help practices loose, and he is one 
of the leaders that Wood depends on to help the younger 
gymnasts.

The rewardrthey 
get from working out are way down th line." But after 
all that work, toning their muscles and practicing the 
moves, they achieve a wonderful grace that is apparent 
even when they are not doing an event. Roll, spin, 
twist, flip.

City Council has cut the 
city's operating budget by 
1300,000, lowered the real 
eMate tai by 5% and adopt- 
ed an additional 1% tax on 
totel and motel accommo- 
dations. At the same time 
Council extended the res- 
taurant tax to include al- 
coholic beverages. 

Tbe operating budget ap- 
proved by Council amount- 
ed to 1122,548,418 - 
1300,000 less than tbe funds 
sought by City Manager 
George L. Hanbury. 

The budget originally 
proposed by Hanbury called 
for an expenditure of 
1123,073,590 which tbe ad- 
ministration as able to 
reduce when Congress 
agreed to continue funding 
for 101 employees whose 
salaries come to approxi- 
mately $500,000. 

The biggest Jolt came 
when CounciUnan Clarence 
A. Holland proposed lop- 
ping $500,000 out of tbe 
budget - 1300,000 from 
general operations and 
|200,00d jrom Uie School 
Board budget which ac- 
counts for 43.5% of the to- 
tal budget. 

Hanbury at first thought 
Holland intended tbe cut to 
come from proposed salary 
increases which tbe coun- 
cilman bad suggested de- 
laying at last week's in- 
formal Council session. 
But Holland said Hanbury 
could take tbe money from 
"anywhere you want."

City Council has authorized the sale of |ie miUion 

"In general Bbiigatlon bonds which inclmie fl,8ll,?eo 

for the center. The total cost of the 175,000 square 

foot facility, which will be the largest single project 

ever undertaken by the City, will come to $1S milUon. 

An attempt to block the inclusion of the center in 
the bond issue failed by a vote of 9-2 with Vice May- 
or George R. Ferrell and Councilman J. Henry Mc- 
Coy favoring a referendum on the issue. "ReferefedlHB 
is not a bad word, McCoy said. By the November elec- 
tion there will be just as many positive as negative 
O|rinions, he said. 



New site idea 

At an informal meeting of Council preceding Qie 
regular meeting, City Manager George L. HaidMry 
had proposed that Council consider a new site In ease 
Council opted for a referendum. He said that S^ck D. 
Gibson and his two brothers, who had offered theCity 
24 acres of the fbrmer Atlantis property, might not 
be wiUing to extend their offer if the City had to a«ait 
the outcome of a referendum. 

In this case, Hanbury presented a second site cbcrfce 
at the Dome site which also houses a Fire Station Re- 
ception Center and Arts Center, all owned by the city. 
The City additionally would have to condemn a ikU 
block of valuable property which might cost froio $8 
to |3 million, be said. '< 

Provide hook-ups 

In return for the Gibson property the City has ten- 
tatively agreed to provide utility hook-ups for the first 
100 units of a motel which may be built by the Gibsons 
on the adjoining 30 acres which they also own. 

Before action was taken on the bond issue, Robert 
E. Miller, an officer of the corporation which fbrmer- 
ly owned the Atlantis site, accused the administration 
of contributing to the financial failure of the corpora- 
tion which finally fbrced the auction of the property 
to the Gibsons for $775,000. If the city administration 
had announced the selection of the site earlier, the 
"banks would have been more Interested," he said. 
Miller said Hanbury had told him that this was im- 
possible because the State senatorial election race in 
which Councilman Robert R. Callis and Sen. 3oa«pb 
A. Canada were candidates might make the issae a 
political one. 



No donation 

He said his corporation had l>een approai^ed to 
donate the land to the city, but that there was "no way 
we could give land away avalued at $1 1/2 miUion." 

Mayor J. Curtis Payne remarked, "I doni believe 
ydu. You must have an interior motive." 

Thomas Kyrus toU Council he was the realtor in- 
volved in representing the sellers of the prqierty, 
said the property had been in dOaatt under the pre- 
vious ownership, that Hanbury had dealt In good fidth 
and "in a professional and gentlemanly- like maoner."

A new tecbnique In deep 
miter angling Is fast stlr- 
rtng the Intereita ot light 
line enthoslaats from Cape 
Cod to the Inland vmten 
of Nebraaka and west 
Called "controlled depth 
fishing," angling with the 
use of downrlggers is 
bringing light line tniof- 
ment to jverlous heavy 
taoUe fishing. 

Where cmce it was nec- 
essaiy to troll heavy wire 
line, lead-core line or a 
wei^t heavier than the 
sought after fish, this new 
teefanlQue allows an angfler 
to troU small baits at any 
depth with line as light 
as six pound test. 

"Downrlgger" fishing 
pltmeered in the Salnuxi 
waters of the west coast 
and ipoie recently in Lake 
Michigan after, the intro- 
duction of the Coibo. Its 
continuing round of 09- 
plauae from onlocAers and 
users Is being heard h)ud- 
est fnnn the east coast 
where conventional meth- 
ods of angling for Uues 
and sti4)ers are taking a 
back seat to this new 
technkine. 



How It devdoped 

Some two years ago vet^ 
eran saltwater ih:o Whitey 
Kramer, eaMt coast chief 
of the Zebco Professional 
Advisory staff, started 
looting bard at ctmtroUed 
depth fishing. Heavy wire 
flsbing with undHrella rigs 
and Jigs left a b^ to be 
dnired from the stand- 
point of sport. It required 
heavy "actlonless" stiff 
rods and no one really 
"fished" — rather just 
drawing the fish aboigid. 

E^rueger, who designs 
and tests rods a«d works 
with drag systems on 
Zebco q;>iimlng reels, de- 
cided downrlgger fishing 
was a better way to make 
this kind of fishing a 
sport His efforts with this 
tedmique and subsequent 
continuing success is re- 
writing the "how-to" bookB

from the release and the 
angler is playing his fish 
"straight," unencumbered

How to be safe afloat Mate trailer towing easy 
when you go boating 



The pnwpectoni often 
referred to wat» u white 
gold — and the rush is 
still on today. According 
to the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation, swimming, 
fishing and boating are 
among the most popular 
summertime outdoor ac- 
tiviUes. 

State and federal laws 
require boat owners to 
cairy life preservers for 
every passenger on board. 
But before weighing an- 
chor or taking a dip, every- 
one should make a quick 
check of water worthy 
safety equli»nent. 

The nearest floatable ob- 
ject is the best in an 
emergency. The ice chest 
and picnic Jug that usually 
accompany you on aquatic 
outings can double as life 
savers. Experts at the 
Thermos Division, KST 
Co., remind us that all 
urethane insulated coolers 
will float. They can quickly 
be pushed or thrown out 
to a person as an immedi- 
ate safety measure. A large 
stick or oar will serve the 
same purpose. 



If the person is near you, 
hold out a pole, a shirt, a 
towel or anything he can 
grab onto. If you know 
the water is not deep, the 
current Is not fast and the 
bottom is safe, wade out 
to the person. But dont 
swim out to rescue a 
drowning person unless 
you've had a cour% in 
lifesaving. Too of ten the 
rescuer also drowns. 

If there's time, row a 
boat out to the person. A 
tired swimmer should hold 
onto the boat — rather 
than climbing in — as you 
row to shore. And if the 
boat tips over, huig on. 
It will float. 

Floating until help ar- 
rives is alK) a good tactic 
for a swimmer who devel- 
ops a cramp. Often stretch- 
ing or changing the swim- 
ming stroke will relieve 
the condition. 

Most of all, always follow 
the rules of water safety. 
Swim with someone near 
you, watch children all the 
time, and at night swim 
only in well lighted pools.

A good pair of boots can 
last for many years if 
they are cared for properly. 

Even 100% waterproof 
boots, such as Red Ball 
Master waders and hip 
boots, may get wet inside. 
An accidental dunking in 
the stream, heavy rain, or 
just body mc^ture can 
create darafmess.

boots time to air dry by 
hanging them upside 
down. 

Scrape the mud and 
grass out of the cleats 
on the outsole and wash 
them down with water.

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Going outdoors? Check new radios, TVs 



Pwtable radios and even 
teterlfllon sets now are 
popular outdoor compan- 
ions on camping and fish- 
ing trips. 

If you are planning to 
take your radio and/or 
portable television set 
with you on vacation this 
summer, here are some 
tips from Brian J. Ma- 
rotmlc, Zenitti's national 
servlee manager. 

• Keep the original 
packing cartons. They are 
the best protection against 
bumps or exoessln han- 
dling damage on teavels. 
This advice is also good if 
you are taking your "sec- 
ond" TV set up to your 
weekend or summer cot- 
tage. 

• When storing a por- 
table TV set, wiip it In a 
rugged, air-tight idastle 
bag. These are disposable, 
econmnleal and especially 
useful at oceanslde, where 



saltwater spray might find 
its way into your storage 
area. 

• C!onsider buying a TV 
antenna especially design- 
ed for campers and travel 
trailers. This is recom- 
mended if you plan to 
travel to a remote location 
where TV reception is 
likely to be poor. Of course 
If you're going so far into 
the wilderness that you'll 
be out of range of a TV 
station, even an auxiliary 
antenna will not help. 

If you are not going to 
use your portable radio on 
battery operation for sev- 
eral months — for exam- 
ple during the winter — 
the batteries should be 
removed, Marohnic sug- 
. gest9. When batteries lose 
their power, there is a pos- 
sibility of leakage which 
could damage the battery 
case or the whole radio, 
he said. 



If you haven't used your 
radio by opera^ig it with 
the batteries for several 
months, check the bat- 
teries for signs of leakage. 
If Hiey are leaking, throw 
them away and get new 
ones, but before you put 
the new ones in place, re- 
move the spilled liquid 
with a cloth dampened in 
household ammonia. 

Don't leave your radio 
in a closed, confined area 
where the temperature 
could get above 120 degrees 
F. You may think that you 
don't know of a confined 
area that can get over 100 
degrees F., but the rear 
window shelf or the dash- 
board of a closed automo- 
bile standing in the sun 
several hours sometimes 
heats up to more than 
120 degrees F. This heat 
could damage the batteries 
or other parts of a radio 
placed there.
